time period understand it is because of this reason. Unfortunately, I 
do not have the patience to excavate extensive research into words 
used and not used between our modern language and the older language, 
especially of translated Japanese words to English 
equivalents . 

_**Regarding Kazama Chikage ' s name (please read) :**_ it has come to 
my attention (thanks self for being lame) that I have been switching 
the surname and first name of Kazama. Kazama is his surname and 
Chikage is his first name (for all of you who knew this and didn't 
tell me, that is very kind of you to bear this) . I have gone through 
my story and switched (when it is mentioned as a full name or as a 
clan name) that it would be Chikage Kazama (Chikage being his first 
name) . Keep in mind though that everyone will still call him Kazama 
to be just as accurate with_ Hakuouki_ calling him such. For my 
story, since I have his family in this fanfiction their last names 
will be changed. Also, in regards to those other family members not 
being called by Kazama as well, think of it like this as this is how 
it will work in my story: The youngest member bears the family name 
as mainly their name as a way to "spread" glory and honor to their 
family. When he has made his name well enough or done something great 
for the family he will be allowed to be called Chikage by his family 
and others. (So "Kazama" is the name given to the youngest and most 
active member of their family) . If I do it this way I can one, keep 
almost all of my references to Kazama (as I do still think many 
people know him this way) and two, be accurate when needed for family 
surnames, and three, I can actually use this knowledge in my story 
for Chizuru and Kazama in a later chapter! This, I believe, will 
satisfy all parties! 

_**Setting and Final Notes on Changes (for clarity) :**_ This 
fan-fiction takes place as if Chizuru wasn't an oni of a prominent, 
and influential, family but _she is still an oni_. Also, this 
fan-fiction is set as if the _Shinsengumi _do not exist, or are not 



remotely important in this story, as the main parts of this 
fan-fiction are in or around Kazama's 'castle.' I do not know where 
he lives or if it is a 'grand place'; however, assuming he is a royal 
oni I imagine he lives in a large Japanese/western styled castle. 
Because I do not know the full history of oni ' s in the _Hakuoki 
_context, I have added my own mythos to them for fun and because I 
have an interest in creating mythologies. Therefore, if you critique 
my mythos, correct it for how it is presented, not for what is not 
compared to Hakuoki ' s mythology of oni ' s .

"_The Golden Oni_ brought forth the notion that oni ' s were to be 
feared, and respected, something that was not practiced at that time. 
In those days of our history, oni ' s were considered monsters that did 
not even deserve to breathe. While I will not deny that we are in 
fact demons, or devils, it is not of the ilk that was painted us in 
certain countries." He paused a moment, looking to the left to 
observe a bird chirping ceaselessly in a tree, before returning his 
gaze forward. "_The Golden Oni_ also displayed the war that is within 
most oni which is the hunger to give death, and the obsession with 
trying to fight off the dark urges to do so. Some oni struggle with 
this more than others, while some do not struggle with it at all; 
though those oni have never been proven true to exist, in any case. 
This duality was a reflection of the nature of our pact with the 
Moona€"that we were to be one part of the Sun, human in appearance, 
and another half linked to the Moon, our forms that emerge in our 
rage or when we command our oni powers to such a degree as to access 
it whenever. This duality is not necessarily as straight-forward as a 
desire to kill and a desire to not. Humans themselves are just as 
foolish, if not more so, in this regard. No, the war raging within 
true oni is a war of the spirit, of the mind. And it is Isuda who 
first to accurately begin understanding that psychological struggle. 
He wove the perfect novel of an oni that was known only by his hair 
color, and his quirk of eating children. It is not by random chance 
that he chose these things as aspects of _The Golden Oni__'s 
character. The twisted, yet tragic tale of an oni whose face is not 
even described, nor is he given a proper name, adds to the stories 
melancholic overtones." 

Chizuru smiled as she watched Kazama drift off into his own mind. 

"A reader begins to consider what made this oni fearsome in the 
context of his story and what the true war is that many in the novel 
discuss; the ultimate answer is that it is one of interior 
reflections rather than outward habits. It is without a doubt that 
the Golden Oni ' s infamy comes from his child-slaying. Yet, he was 
said to be obsessed with war throughout the novel from certain 
dignitaries, but not once did the Golden Oni start any wars nor did 
he participate in one. Instead, he merely wandered ceaselessly, never 
staying in a place for more than a week. The truth remains that to 
look into the face of this oni is to look into the face of the 
interior. The war-mongering is a clear reference to the Golden Oni ' s 
own war of his spirit.

However, I have read critical essays on his tale and some have 
claimed that the lack of description is due to Isuda lacking the 
ability to clearly picture his character. Yet, from the fluidness of 
his tale, it is just the opposite. Isuda knows his character 



extremely well, and by making him faceless, it lets the reader look 
beyond mere appearances and into what truly matters. The Golden Oni 
never speaks and is merely spoken of. People pass him and whisper, 
dignitaries fear his wrath and ruin. Each voice is a voice reflecting 
his inward heart and soul. By being voiceless, and faceless, readers 
are given an accessibility to be an outsider looking in who, in the 
end, is the true outside voice and final verdict on the Golden Oni ' s 
actions throughout the tale. You are made to see his plight and begin 
to parse out the complexities of other's saying one thing but the 
Golden Oni doing another. Yet it must be noted why Isuda clearly 
makes us aware of his hair color, something that would seem odd in 
any other situation." Kazama had a face of one entirely contemplating 
the value of the novel, a rare and somewhat open expression, which 
Chizuru etched into her mind as she would probably never see this 
face from Kazama again. 

"My belief is simply because his hair is golden. It was odd. People 
with hair other than brown or black are considered foreign. Golden 
haired children are regarded either as sacred, or from the devil. His 
hair was distinct, and so it made the oni distinct, without actually 
being described. Moreover, by making the oni ' s hair golden it linked 
him, for all intents and purposes, with the sun. Killing children, 
war mongering, these were just means to show what the author really 
wanted to say, in the end of the inner complexities of oni: that 
tragedy is often found in the person who has not the means to change 
what is despised. An oni will always be an oni, and a golden haired 
child's hair will always be golden. It was written with such clarity 
that we never once question why the oni ' s hair is golden, or why it 
is described so often, especially when war is mentioned in reference 
to him: _"He was an oni of war, a god come down to bring wrath and 
ruin. His hair gold as though the sun had come and kissed his head, 
and flowing freely, wildly, he was the perfect incarnation of a 
devil. We only question why he was killing children, and why he was 
known to be obsessed with war when there is no other indication of 
this other than the fact the characters told us so. We question why 
the Golden Oni never confirms or rebukes these statements." 

Chizuru was trying to follow but got lost in-between, "Soa€|" 

Kazama looked not at Chizuru but through her. "So appearances are not 
to be trusted, and what we deem as important as a society is usually 
the least important of all. If you read anything about Isuda you 
would know he hated killing, and despised any who participated in it: 
even to protect. Yet he wrote a character whose simple purpose was to 
kill. Oni to Isuda were only beings who sought death, and when they 
fought that urge a€" ended up killing anyways. Leading us to believe 
that despite how we fight, we will always return to what is natural 
for us. The Golden Oni depicts the inward struggle that is ultimately 
futile. The Golden Oni ' s hair may link him with the sun but in the 
end it has no true worth beyond that it is his hair. The Golden Oni ' s 
struggle is a silent one, a voiceless plea to end the torment of 
forever being at war with two parts of himself but it will never end. 
And the fact that he is well known for what he will never be is one 
part tragic and another part hopeful. Hopeful because he may not ever 
be such inwardly but the world sees him by the color that both 
terrifies and leaves them in awe. His fate is left to us to 
decidea€"will he lead his life into one of the Moon or will he 
finally be recognized as he is aptly named: The Golden Oni." 

Chizuru finally understood. What Kazama took from _The Golden Oni_ 



was different from what she took. She took the story on its face, 
while Kazama took it for what it really was. It a moral critique on 
what makes an oni, and ultimately for Isuda, what makes a man. Not 
describing the oni besides his hair, led the reader to ignore face 
value and question what was deeper because his hair color in itself 
was a link to an inward spirit that he strove for.
